Evidence of Niece U

Jam es E. Kittleband, admitted 
slayer of Henry Walker at Mid­ 
way, 
Madison county, 
M ay '2 t, 
1928, and with another notch on 
his run, was declared not guilty 
of murder last night by a jury of 
Brazos county residents who are 
reported to have taken but one bal­ 
lot. 
Testimony in the trial began late 
Thursday afternoon. 
W itnesses 
for the state described the shoot­ 
ing, testifying that Kittleband fir­ 
ed three shots at Walker who made 
no attempt to defend him self and 
who had fallen to the sidewalk 
when the third shot was fired. The 
.statement of Dr. Lawrence Curley 
of Midway, called by the state, 
bore out this testim ony. 
High points in the case for the 
defense were the appearance on 
the stand of Mary Helen Wake­ 
field, 15-year old niece of K ittle­ 
band, and the defendant himself, 
the last witness called by the de­ 
fense. 
The Wakefield girl testified that 
she had told her uncle, only a few 
m inutes before Walker was shot, 
th at he had made improper pro­ 
posals to her. Kittleband, who was 
as calm on the stand ii 
he were fishing, stated 
killed W alker because of what his 
niece hud told him. 
He said he 
w asn’t mad though he might have 
neen a little excited. 
He made no 
denial of the killing and even ad ­ 
mitted that he shot W alker when 
the

The case was brought to Brazos 
county on a change of venue be­ 
cause District Judge S. W. Dean 
before whom the case would have 
been tried, was disqualified by re­ 
lationship.
